Chairman Hull, of the democratic 
national committee, also took occasion 
tenight to discuss the election re- 
sult, declaring in a statement that it 
constituted “a general condemnation 
of dominant’ republicas nations! | 
leadership since 1919—a_ leadership 
that has resulted in the affairs of the 
nation and of the world drifting aim- 
lessly along, while our domestic busi- 
ness conditions are temporary, arti- 
ficial and uncertain.” 

Mr. Adams, pointing out that re- 
turns indicated the democratic camdi- 
dute polled about five per cent of the 
total vote, said that “certainly the 
democratic party can not get much | 
comfort out of this result.” 

Got Democratic Vote. 

“On the face of the returns,” con- 
tinued the republican committee 
chairman, “it appears that the 
farmer-labor candidate, indorsed by 
several other organizations including 
the communists, received the bulk of 
the democratic vote. Conservative 
democratic leaders in Minnesota sup- 
ported Governor Preus. As the situa- 
tion stands today, the republican 
party is the only organized influence 
around which the constructive, pro- 
gressive forces of the country can 
rally. In Minnesota and other states 
the démocratice organization has been 
completely wiped out by third par- 
ties of radical tendencies. The indi- 
cations are that the democratic party 
in the next campaign will make com- 
mon cause with these radical in- 
firences and endorse part of thei: 
socialistic program. 

“In a general way, the result in 
Minnesota was a voice of protest | 
azainst conditions temporagily affect- | 
ing the farming interests adversely. | 
At such times candidates who promise | 
the most, regardless of whether their | 
promises can be redeemed or not, are 
the beneficiaries in popular elections. 

“Conditions in Minnesota and else- 
where, in agricultural sections of the 
country, are bound to improve, and 
with their improvement public opin- 
ion in those sections will right it- 
self. The American people, and es- 
pecially the American farmer, have 
the great saving quality of sober sec- 
ond thought and they can be depend- 
ed upon in the long run to support 
the cause of good government, sound 
economics and stable institutions.”

St. Paul, Minn., July 17.—Further 
returns late today from the United 
States senatorial election in Menne- 
sota yesterday indicated the plurality 
of Magnus Johnson, farmer-laborite, 
would exceed 70,000 and might mount 


'to the 75,000 mark. 


/With the election of Johnson as- 
sured, no concerted effort was made 
hy state tabulation headquarters to 
bring in the missing precincts, but 


| when 2.721 of the state's 3.250 pre- 
ecincts had reported, Johnson had a 


lead of 67,479. 

In these precincts, the farmer-la- 
borite polled 248,060 votes, as com- 
rared to 180.373 garnered by Gover- 
nor J. A. O. Preus, republican, and 
17.906 for James A. Carley, demo- 
craft. 

This total of 446.339 votes was he- 
lieved within 60,000 to 75.000 of the 
total for the state as compared to a 
total of 300,000 polled in the June 
18 primary election.

Negroes Urged to Yield 


In Tuskegee Controversy 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Boston, July 17.—A suggestion that 
negroes show a spirit of magnanimity 
and yield to the white people of Ala- 


bama in the controversy over the ne- 
gro veteran hospital at Tuskegee in- 
stitute was put forth today in a 
statement here by Wallace A. Battle, 
president and founder of Okolona In- 
dustrial school, of Okolona, Miss., who 
is himself a negro. 

Battle would Pave the hospital put 
in charge of a white superintendent 


/ a southerner, recommended by negro 


physicians and appointed by the fed- 
eral government, the other physicians 
and nurses to be all negroes. In case 
of the death or removal of the super- 
inteudent the. negro medical _ staff 
would always first recommend to the 
government the southern white sup- 
erintendent they wished to work with. 
Battle’s statement points out that 
the controversy is of national con- 
cern and that the three elements involv- 
ed, the federal government, the white 
people of the country and negroes of 
the United States, have apparently 
all set out to yield nothing. Its wise 
solution, he believes, means incal- 
culable good to all concerned, 


“Is Tragie Hour.” 


“This.” he said. “is the tragic hour 
in the history of the negro race in 
the United States and the only way to 


to turn ‘the other check.’ The Ku 
Klux Klan would sheath its sword 
from us forever; Alabama would be 
satisfied; Dr, Moton could go on with 
hig work of educating the masses;

inent since 1860; the unwise promise 
that some persons made will have 
been fully kept, at least in spirit; Dr.

If a white personnel is ap- 
pointed after clear statements’ by 
government officials to the contrary, 
all respect for the government au- 
thority would be lost and negro vet- 
erans would not go at all to the hos- 
pital, To deed the hospital to the 
Tuskegee institute for dormitory pur- 
poses would be far from meeting the

Another feature of tonight's ses- 
sion was an appeal from all the del. 
egations to the Turks to pemnit the 
Armenians to return to Ottoman ter- 
ritory. Mr. Grew, in particular, urg- 
ed “sympathetic consideration for the 
interests of these homeless exiles.” 
He asked that steps be taken to safe- 
guard their homes and property and 
that generosity and _ tolerance’ be 
shown to the Armenian peoples. 

Ismet. Pasha answered that Turkey 
would apply amnesty with sincerity ; 
she only desired to keep out disorder- 
ly and disturbing elements, 

The conference today formally con- 
firmed the agreement reached between 
the allied and Turkish delegates last 
night. 

The allied and Turkish delegates 
now at Lausanne will be the 
signatories of the main treaty and 
the other documents to be signed, in- 
cluding the agreement for control of 
the Turkish straits. The Russian 
soviet government has been invited 


by Turkey to take part in the signing 


'of the straits convention.

The suggestion is a most appeal- 
ing one. Atlanta has already taken 
her place as one of the national 
convention cities of the country. 

Atlanta’s year-around climate is 
incomparable, and the Atlanta Spirit 
is proverbial. | 

Of course Atlanta will invite and 
welcome the people of St. Paul and 
the northwest to visit this city and 
State, and those Atlantans who con- 
template spending vacations, or 


no more attractive country than that 
Surrounding the Minnesota capital 
city. 

The plan suggested by the St. 
Pad! club was recently suggested 
by President Alfred Newell, of the 
Atlanta Chamber-of Commerce to 
apply to Georgia cities and towns— 
a north Georgia town, for instance, 
entering into a reciprocal advertis- 
ing arrangement with a south Geor- 
gia town of relative size. 

Whether nationally or sectionally 
applied, the policy of feciprocity is 
sound; and Atlanta should, and no 
doubt will, enter most heartily into 
the St. Paul suggestion. 


A LIBERAL VIEWPOINT. 

It was/a broad and commendable 
position taken by National Demo- 
cratic Committeeman P. H. Quinn, 
of Rhode Island, in his letter to 
Charles J. Haden, of Atlanta, rela- 
tive to Atlanta as the 1924 conven- 
tion city— 

“For a dozen years I have been of 
the opinion that the democratic party 
should hold a national ¢onvehtion in 
the south if the south wanted it. Had 
Dallas gotten into the fight somewhat 
earlier three years ago, she might have 
taken the honor from California. Ow- 
ing to the bid that New York is mak- 
ing for this convention, I do not want 
to be understood as pledging my vote 
to Atlanta until I know something 
about the sentiment of our prospective 
delegates, but I am stilk.of the opinion 
that the south has done enough for 
the democratic party to entitle it to a 
national convéntion this year. And, 
of course, even a -Rhode Islander 
knows that Atlanta is the imperial 
city of the south.” 


That the south has done enough 
for the democratic party to entitle 
it to a national convention is unmis- 
takable; and the old idea that polit- 
ical or party expediency demanded 
that conventions and candidates go 
to other section$ than the demo- 
cratic south is untenable. 

President Harding made it plain 
in his Florida address, during the 
past spring, that there should be 
no further talk in this country of 
sectionalism, that united American- 
ism should be the watchword; and 
to that end sections, as such, should 
have no influence in the affairs of 
the American government. 

Certain it is the time has passed 
when a candidate shall be penalized 
because he comes from any one sec- 
tion of the country; and the time 
has passed when the south, the 
home of pure-bred Americanism, 
and the birthplace of American de- 
mocracy, should be willing to see 
conventions and party honors go te 
other sections purely upon the ar- 
gument that it is expedient to throw 
subsidy to other sections for party 
strength. 

There is no good reason why a re- 
publican national convention should 
not be held in the south. The basic 
idea is that this is a united country, 
and that the spirit of American citi- 
zenship should quicken'to American 
responsibility and to the ideals of 
American institutions, and to the 
glory of the American flag, in one 
state as in another; in one section 
as in another.

“Exchanging Latch-Strings.” 
(Egitorial in St. Paul Dispatch.) 
Possibly the south knows in a general 
way of the summer attractions of Min- 
nesota, just as “Minnesota knows in the 
same general way that the south offers 
allurements in the winter season: but to 
mike the knowledge specific in each case 
can do no harm and may be productive of 
much and mutual benefit.

A letter was read from Thomas H. 
McDonald, chief of the bureau of 
highways of the United States, in 
which he declared that if such a bill 
were adopted and became operative in 
Georgia, the federal government 
would not contribute to the state’s 
highway fund, but “would secede from 
Georgia.”

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INTRODUCED IN HOUSE 


The bill of Representative Bussey, 
of Crisp county, which would pro- 
vide an entirely new revenue raising 
method for the state, was introduced 
in the house on Tuesday. This bill is 
tv supplant all other revenue meas- 
ures now before the house. 

The bill provides that there shall 
be no ad-velorem tax on real estate 
or personal property after December 
31, 1924, and provides revenue through 
an income tax, exempting incomes de- 
rived from tillage of the soil, through 
a tax on the privileges, franchises and 
properties of public service corpora- 
tions, a capital stock tax on banks, 
occupational and privilege taxes, 
registration, license, and inspection 
fees, a tax on gas and oils, fees on au- 
mobiles and trucks for highway pur- 
poses, a tax on gross premium of in- 
surance companies, inheritances, to- 
bacco and soft drinks, poil taxes, toll 
charges and other taxes.

At its session Tuesday afternoon 
the hcuse committee on county mat- 
ters voted to report favorably the 
bill which revises the law creating 2 
board of county commissioners of 
Muscogee county. There was wily one 
dissenfing vote. This measure was 
‘introduced by W. Cevil Neill, speaker 
of the house, and representative from 
Muscogee, and has been the subject of 
local political fights in that county 
and the city of Columbus for several 
years. Mr. Neill spoke in support ot 
the bill before the committee. 

An amendment, designed to make 
ratification by the voters of the coun-' 
ty require a majority of the regis- 
tered vote of the county, instead of 
a majority of those voting, was de- 
feated. 

The bill provides that the board of 
county commissioners, consisting of 
three members, shall be elected fur a 
term of six years, a new member befng 
elected every other year. At present 
the board is appointed by the grand 
jury for a term of three years. 

St also provides that the commis- 
sioners shall receive salaries of $100 
per month, with reducrions for absence 
from meetings. No salary.is providea 
at present. 

The bil! provides that the board 
shall hold weekly metings and 
any other called meetings as are cuon- 
sidered necessary. 

Both men-and wemen are made elli- 
gible for election to the board and 
rejuirements fur membership are lim- 
ited to a minimum age of 26 and two 
years as a registered voter of the 
county.

Forestry in Public Schools 


By Bessie Shaw Stafford. 


* “There is a German proverb to this) 
effect,” said Miss Caroline C. Dow- 
‘man, instructor of forestry in the 
‘public schools of Louisiana, in 
attendance upon the Georgia Forestry 
‘convention, “That which you wish to 
| me a part of the life of a nation. 
‘first make it a part of the schools 
of a nation.” 


+ Miss Dowman’s work in Louisiana 
“grew out of her forestry chairman- 
‘ship in the State Federation of 
“Women’s clubs, ‘and she is directly 
“under the department of conservation. 
‘She strongly advocates the training 
‘of the child. when young, all about 
trees, because her direct love for na- 
ture came ont of a wholesome respect 


inspired by her parents when she 
was but a child, in the many outings 
made by the family to the woods. 

It was always her ambition to in- 
spire this love and impart her knowl- 
edge of forestry to others, and in 
speaking of the ideal toward which 
she is working in the public schools, 
she said: 

“The younger the brain, the more 
plastic it is. We begin with the 
smallest children, Of course, to a 
child, the word ‘reforestation, | has no 
meaning; but nothing is more interest- 
ing to him than the study of how 
‘Mother Nature’ plants her trees. He 
takes a delight in gathering seeds, find- 
ing out how they are carried by wind, 
water and animals to various resting 
places and finally planted. He likes 
to plant the seeds himself to see how 
each one grows. Just here it 1s 
quite easy to teach him the enemies 
that destroy the baby trees. Chil- 
dren also like stories of the progres- 
ston of trees from the forest to houses, 
ships, chairs, books, pencils, ete. In 
this manner a splendid foundation is 
laid for a real study of forestry later 
| on. 

“In the grammar grades,” she con- 
tinued, “the children like to study the 
forest at first hand, where trees are 
being cut, to get the age of trees 
by counting rings; to study the effect 
of the forests on soils, water supply, 
etc. They learn to identify the native 
trees, and learn theic value. 

“The public school curriculum in 
Louisiana was alreacy a litle top- 
heavy, and the teachers already over- 
burdened. It was a problem as to who 
would have the temerity to suggest 
| putting in a new subject in its en- 
'tirety? It was decided to make the 
' subject flexible. and work it in with 
_ already adopted subjects, thus making 
forestry a part of the regular sub- 
jects. By this plan children get to 
know trees in their nature. Pupils in 
the grammar grades are made to real- 
ize that forestry and agriculture go 
hand in hand. In the high school de- 
partment forestry is taught in botany. 
tand lectures are given during the

Excuse Assailed 


By Pension Head 


Major ©. E. McGregor, pension 
commissioner, Tuesday drew his first 
warrant on the state treasury for 
pension funds, amounting to $541,- 
O75, the governor approving the war- 
rant for payment. 


This is the second payment to pen- 
sioners of the first class for 1923 and 
is for the second grouf of counties. 
In paying the pensions the counties 
are divided into two groups, the first 
one having been paid on warrant 
drawn by Colonel Clark, Major Me- 
Gregor’s predecessor .in office. 

Speaking before a caucus of house 
members Tuesday night, Major Mce- 
Gregor referred to the now famous 
veto by Governor Hardwick of the 
eppropriation for pensions passed by 
the last legislatur. He stated that 
in vetoing the pension appropriation 
Governor Hardwick had vetoed not 
only the new classes of pensioners, 
but the old as well, on the grounds 
that the legislature, in making the 
appropriation, had failed to provide a 
means of providing the money 
to meet it. 

The pension commissioner charged 
that this plea of Mr. Hardwick’s was 
not true in so far as the old classes 
were concerned, as the bill granting 
their pensions clearly stated they 
were to be paid “out of the first 
moneys received in the state treas- 
ury.” The appropriation for the new 
classes, however, did not carry this 
clause, he said.
